How an old Geotefa Planter Mau- 
ages Things--Cotton Planting. 


— — 


Colonel Lockett’s System of Planting 


From the Albany Ga.) News.) 

For the general good we propose a 
few articles on the improved system of 
pandas and cultivating corn and cot- 
ton under the intelligent management 
of Colonel B. G. Lockett, 

On ‘luesday last, in company with 
himself and Captain Y. G. Rust, we 
visited two of his plantations, six 
miles northwest of this city—the Fowl- 
town and Hill places, At the former, 
which is one of the best, if not the 
very best cotton plamfations in this or 
any other State, we found the entire 
force engaged in the same field in de- 
positing fertilizers and bedding for the 
seed, The ground had been broken up 
to the depth of twelve or foufteen 
inches, ind the soil being thoroughly 
yulverized, was as mellow as an ash 
vd. Four teams tuo mules to the 
plow—long, clay reaching shovels— 
were leading the main force in laying 
off the rows, four feet apart, straight 
and parallel. Across these rows, in 
the center of the field, an ox team was 


the prepared fertilizers. Next came 


These distributors deposit the 


urrow made by the double teams, be- 
ing 1 as they passed the line of 

y hands standing ready for that 
urpose. 


Next followed tite bedding foree— 


yulling thirty-two of the Watt plows. 
Vith these four furrows are thrown to 


he middle a small ridge. 

The ground is now ready for the seed, 
which are deposited inthe bed — 
an- 
ter that dcposited the guano, and cov- 
ered with a light harrow with one 
tooth on each side, 

The seed thus planted come up in a 
line as straight as an iron rail, tangent, 
scarcely as broad as the top of a rail, 
and alittle indented from the surface 
outside the harrow furrows. The next 
process is the splitting of the ridge in 
the middle of the row, which is done 
with a shovel just, large enough to 
throw the soil to the opposite top of the 
furrows on each side of it. This ends 
r und the hard work is over 
with. 

As soon as the cotton is large enough,

ted to

the center. These sweeps — 

the surface, never being permit 


sink to a ter depth than half 
an inch, and they throw * dirt 
enough to the cotton to fill the inden- 


ture nade by the planter and the cov- 
ering harrows, while they droop to the 
center of the row and fill the middle 
furrow. This leaves a low, slightly 
curved bed—the cotton being on the 
highest line. 

The entire crop being thus gone 
through with, the sweeps are laid aside, 
the mules are turned in the lot to rest 
and recuperate, and all hands are 
mustered for the chopping process. 
When the chopping and weeding to a 
stand is completed, the hoes are laid 
aside no more to be used, and the 
sweeps are used only to keep the grass 
down by surface plowing. 

Thus it will be seen that the main 
work for the crop is in the preparation 
of the land, and the planting; and that 
all subsequent work is above the roots 
of the plant, and so light that laborers 
fatten through 
the summer.

COTTON PLANTING. 
From the Cuthbert Appen]. 

It is a proverb both triteand truthful 
“that a crop well planted is half made.“ 
This is especially exemplified in the 
cotton plant. If from neglect in the 
previous preparation of the soil, or 
sowing of the seed a bad stand is the 
result, no subsequent pains or lant- 
ing can repair the mischief. Where 
less than three-fourths of the crop ap- 
ears above the surface, in most cases 

he farmer would do well to plough up 
and plant again de novo. — 
has shown that the replant is so much 
shaded by the older stalks as to produce 
but little, 

Again, the delay occasioned in the 
reguiar routine of work whilst await- 
ing the germination of the supplied 
seed, frequently causes the grass to at- 
the mastery. 

The practice of partially breaki 
the land, leaving the middles to be 
“split out” afterwards, is greatly to be 
deprecated. Sometimes a severe 
drought supervenes, and long months 
elapse before the plowshare can be 
made to penetrate the impacted sur- 
face; or excessive rains render deep 
— more i than bene- 

cial. 

No principle in agriculture is better 
established than the fact, that the soil 
for all crops should be carefully turned 
over in the winter or early spring, and 

ulverized thoroughly te a greater or 
ess depth, as its tenacity may indi- 
cate. The after culture should be in- 
variably shallow. We have seen the 


finest prospect marred by one inju- 
dicious plowing ater the cotton plant 
had taken on a heavy crop of fruit.

The 
grass left behind then can with diffi- 
culty be eradicated sul uently. 
After that period, all will be plain sail- 
ing, as the several plowers succeed 
each other so rapidly that the young 
grass and weeds can be easily de- 
stroyed. 

The Mania for Suicide lis Preva- 
lence in London. 


In London the mania for suicide is 
spreading like contagion.

About the same time we hear 
that in Paris a baroness shoots her hus- 
band, her son and herself, in the space 
of as many seconds as there were vic- 
tims. 

At Birmingham a solicitor is found 
dead in his chamber, with his throat 
cut from ear to ear. Near the same 
place, and a few days later, the frag- 
ments of the dead body of a man were 
found on the railway, and the evidence 
went te show that he had thrown him- 
self under the train in a fit of delirum 
tremens.

WE have felt deeply concerned at the 
sneaking and flagitious attempt by 
Congress to impose upon the people the 
tifteenth (so-called) amendment to the 
Constitution. We say we have felt 
concerned, because more than one in- 
novation upon our time-honored insti- 
tutions has succeeded through fraud, 
raseality or coercion. The system of 
government is to be changed and made 
to appear as the choice of the people! 
Is it so? Have the people been con- 
sulted? Have they been allowed to 
use their voices to say yea or nay? No. 
Although such a so-called amendment 
to the great fundamental rule was 
never agitated in their presence; al- 
though they were not consulted, and 
not so much vouchsafed as “ by your 
leave,“ a fearful and ominous change 
is to be wrought in the Constitution, 
which the Providence (Rhode Island) 
Journal, a thorough Radical paper, 
well declares, as amended, will clearly 
no longer be the Constitution which 
was adopted by our fathers.” The 
same paper most truly asserts: The 
champions of a particular theory of 
social rights have carried through the 
Senate (Congress) a change in the fun- 
damental law, which strikes down any 
thing like local independence in State 
affairs, and abolishes all power in a 
State to protect itself against any 
social or political evils to which 
it may be especially exposed.“ This 
is the sine gua non, held out to Georgia, 
Mississippi and Texas, before they 
shall be re-admitted to their places in 
the Union, although the Supreme 
Court has just decided in regard to the 
last named State, that she is still in the 
Union and always has been Since first 
admitted. This is the amendment that 
was sought to be forced through the 
Legislatures of the Northern States 
without consulting the people, taking 
advantage of a constitutional techpi- 
eality to impose upon them a principle, 
known to be obnoxious, and at the 
same time beat down that great bul- 
wark of freedom, the right of the 
States guaranteed by the Constitution, 
to manage and direct their own do- 
mestie concerns. It was to deſeat the 
concurrence of the Indiana Legislature 
in this infamous proposition ‘that the 
-Democratic members resigned, and if 
pressed, will resign again. It was to 
open the eyes of the people to the true 
effect of the infamous scheme to revo- 
lutionize the Government, that the 
eloguent VOORHEES left his seat in 
Congress to address in person, his con- 
stituency. It was to effect the adop- 
tion of this atrocity, beyond all perad- 
venture, that the unprincipled Mor- 
TON introduced his rascally resolution 
in the United States Senate, ignoring 
the respect due to State Constitutions, 
andenabling the majority of a Legis- 
lature to adopt the so-called amend- 
ment, though reduced below a quorum. 
Let us see what a Radical, not lost to 
all sense of right, thinks of this atro- 
city. The Providence Journal, from 
which we have already quoted, says: 

It in effect annihilates for all future time 
the power possessed by the States, under 
the Constitution as it is, to rewulate their 
own institutions. Should this amendment 
be confirmed by the States, and go into 
effect, it cannot fail to work a very im- 


rtant change in the government and in- 
stitutions of the country. States will be

With 
the ratification of the so-called, Fif- 
teenth Amendment, there will be no 
limitation to Congressional —— 
which, in faet, for fout years past has 
been the absorbing ‘a@thority of the 
United States, under the two-thirds 
rule. How can the iniquitous o- 
called amendment be resisted? A dis- 
tinguished Radical, whe writes to the 
New York Times over the signature of 
“A Veteran Observer,” furnishes the 
following points: 

I turn now to the constitutional points, 
which are momentens enough to excite 
some attention. Lasked how that amend- 
ment can be @nforced. You say, if I recol- 
lect, the same as in other cases of amend- 
ment. But do you recollect any case in 
which an amendment has been enforced? 
Have you enforced the fourteenth amend- 
ment? And if Georgia refuses to enforce 
it, What do you propose to do? You gan- 
not march an army to enforce the Con- 
stitution, where it uires State action; 
for the resistance will be negative, not 
active. There will be no rebellion, no 
violation of the laws. Suff depends 
on the State constitution, and requires 
State laws toenforceit, Sufirage requires 
time, place, residence and various cireum- 
stances to be determined by State laws. 
To suppose that all these are to be de- 
termined by Congress would be so 
monstrons that I am not prepared to see 
any party attempt it, and am rn 
sure * would overturn any party. It 
would be as great a change in our Goveon- 
ment as that when the Roman Consul 
became Imperator. 

You ask me how the State is to re- 
sist? Simply by vis inertia; and that is 
sim Let a State refuse to act 
on that amendment and it is then at an 
end. If you can get an excuse for treat- 
ing a State as in rebellion, you could do 
what all the Ceasars of the world have 
done, march an in to overturn its 
institutions. But you will not have that. 
You will be reduced to mandamus of 
the Supreme Court; and what ts ‘th 
against a State? Iwill ell you what it is 
worth, exactly. Nearly forty years ago, 
in the case of ia vs. 
Georgia (perhaps thé@tifie i pete 
and inst Georgia. The Supreme Court 
issued its process and Georgia paid no at- 
tention to it, and the court was utterly 
unable to enforce its decision; and noth- 
ing can enforce a decision of the court 
against a State ex by the army of the 
United States, which if this case you can- 
notemploy. The vis inertia of a State is 
suflicient to set the Fifteenth Amendment 
at defiance. But I raised another question, 
and 1 r you to consider it. Have 
amendments to the Constitution no 
limite? Can an amendment to the Con- 
stitution — 8 that which made the 
Constitution? It must be plain as day- 
light that no amendment can be made 
w hich creates or destroys something which 
was without the bou of the Constitu- 
tion. It is contrary to the Weaning of the 
word amendment. A thing cannot be 
amended into some other thing. The con- 
stitution did not undertake, nor the States 
grant the power, to change their organic 
elements. Take, for example, the State of 
New York. It was one of the thirteen 
original members of this Government. 
What was New York? It wasacivilcom- 
munity, composed of certain individual 
citizens recognized and defined by the law. 
Now that was the organic element of the 
Government known York, wow an 
independent State. o se 
other States make an an 
Constitution by which three hundred 
thousand Chinese are made members of 
the civil community of New York, and 
which by the laws of New York could not 
be members of the civil community—bave 
they any right todothat? Canan amend- 
ment to the Constitation destroy the or- 
ganic elements of a State and reduce it lo 
a mere creature of Congress? 


This writer is noother than EDUWwAU 
D. MANSFIELD, the veleran of the Cin- 
cinnati Gazette, who has been a life-long 
Republican, but is not radical enough 
to swallow this vile infraction on the 
Constitution in the shape of the Fif- 
teenth Amendment. It cannot be that 
Chief Justice CHASE favors this assault 
upon the rights of the States, for his 
whole executive career as Governor of 
Ohio showed that he was most pertina- 
ciously and religiously opposed to any 
innovation upon the legitimate rights 
of the States by the General Govern- 
ment. The Legislature of Missouri 
overreached, while it disgraced, itself, 
in its Aurry to ratify the amendment, 
by adopting the wrong resolution, and 
will have the matter to do over again 
after hearing from their constituents. 
We most earnestly hope that the in- 
fliction may be spared the country, and 
that if the Democracy shall be found 
unequal to the task of strangling the 
serpent, there may be enough Radicals ; 
who are not entirely lost to the love of 
country and the great principles of lib- 
erty, to aid them to preserve the main 
feature of our Government, in main- 
taining that cardinal declaration which 
limits the action of Federal power to 
delegated specifications and reserves 
all else to the States and the people.

in New York——Opium Among 


Ladies Its Use by Men. 


New York Correspondence of the Rochester 
Chronicle.) 

The use of the pernicious drug is not 
confined to the men; there are hund- 
reds and thousands of women who are 
in the — habit of intoxicating them- 
selves with it, and they are found in 

of society, but chiefly among 
those Who are not dependent upon 
their own exertions for their support. 
Some of the drug stores up-town and 
in Brooklyn sell more opium to women 
than to men, the latter buying chiefly 
at the down-town sh ‘ot long ago 
a lady of one of the first families was 
arrested on the street for drunkenness, 
and locked up in one of the station- 
houses, 
being intoxicated, and the police very 
naturally concluded that she was of the 
fair but frail class, and the best thin 
to do with her was to lock her up. It 
turned out on investigation that she 
was r innocent of having swal- 
lowed fusil oil or anything of the sort, 
but had only been indulging in opium. 
The affair was hushed up, and the 
name of the yg | did not appear in 
— Two or three cases like this 
ave occurred, and some of the police 
say that they have made several ar- 
rests under the mistaken impression 
that their subjects were suffering under 
too heavy stress of whisky. Very 
few of the ladies who use opium ven- 
ture into the street while under its in- 
fluence, and the fact that these arrests 
occur in public shows that the habit is 
very wi spread. Many of those ad- 
dieted to it conceal the fact from their 
pnearest friends, while others are in the 
habit of meeting in little parties and 
having a social chew, just as some of 
the ladies down South used to indul 
in social “dips.” Opium takes the 
place of snuff, and the parties gener- 
ally get up toa high pitch of enthusi- 
asm. As opium does not lead to a 
head-breaking and combative intoxi- 
on like whisky or other strong 
K, the fair creatures do not, save in 
rare cases, disturb their neighbors while 
at these opium seances. n exception 
is sometimes found; there was onea 
few months ago, when the female in- 
mates of a house on Fourteenth street 
fell to pulling each other's hair, and 
committing other breaches of propriety 
while under the influence of opium.

Men make less concealment of the 
opium habit than women, and from 
their more frequent mingling in busi- 
ness affairs they are more liable to de- 
tection. I know several men in busi- 
ness who are in the habitual use of 
opium, and generally carry neat little 
lumps in their pockets. The use of the 
drug gives them a certain nervousness 
of manner, which is probably the first 

to he discovered. Any metropol- 
itan reader of this can p ly call to 
mind from one to half a dozen men he 
has met whose manner indicates that 
they areno strangers to opium.

THE PAST AND ‘FUTURE or

In 1835 the population of Memphis was 


thousand, and it was last year (39,396) 


and ninety-six. I have no means of 
ascertaining what was the value of 
real estate in this city in 1840 bat pre- 
sume it did not exceed one or two 
million. The value of real estate in 
the city at this time is estimated at 
$36,000,000. The liabilities of the city 
on the first of January 1869, were #,- 
416,879 62, which included the esti- 
mated expenses for this year. Deduct 
this amount from the assessed value of 
real estate in the city and the account

It would be much easier for a city 

having real estate worth $100,000,000, 

to pay a debt of $7,000,000, than for a 

city whose real estate was worth only 

$36,000,000 to pay a debt of $1,000,000. 

It is true a city with a population of 

100,000 would require a greater ex pend- 

iture every year to defray the expenses 

of the city government, than a city 

—— only 38,000 inhabitants; bat the 

annual expencitures would be rela- 

tively much less, and the ability of 
the city would be much greater to pay 

its liabilities. It thus appears that a 

judicious expenditure of money would 

really increase the financial ability of 
the city, and would tend to decrease, 
rather than to increase, taxation. 

When in 1850 Memphis commenced 
her — , the value of real 
estate did not exceed five millions of 
dollar“, and the number of inhabitants 
was only 12,000. Since that time, al- 
though we have had a terrible war of 
four iy duration, and although the 
coun

Memphis has been desolated, and the 
labor system very much deranged, if 
not destroyed, yet the om has 
increased to 39,396, and the value of 
real estate to thirty-six millions, 

If the four railroads already com- 
pleted have done so much for Memphis 
under all these adverse circumstances 
what will the roads now projected, and 
which are sure to be built if Memphis 
will do,her part, not contribute to the 
pone and prosperity of this city? 

t is difficult for the imagination to 
conceive what will be the future great- 
ness of this city if the proper measures 
are adopted to bring out her yet unde- 
velo capacity. 

MEMPHIS AS A MANUFACTURING CITY. 
There is no reason why Memphis 
may not become the most important 
manufacturing city in the West when 
her various lines of railroad are com- 
leted. There is at the present time a 
arge amount on labor in this city anem- 
oyed which might be profitably used 

n manufacturing establishments of 
various kinds, Cotton and woolen fac- 
tories, planing mills, foundries and 
machine shops might all be established 
in this city with great profit when our 
communications with the interior are 
fully completed. We can then obtain 
our coal and provisions as cheap as 


they can be obtained in any 
of the cities higher up the 
river. Even now iron is shipped from 


Fayette county, Alabama, to St. Louis, 
Missouri, over the Mobile and Ohio 
Railroad, and found to be equal to any 
used in that city. This iron is nearthe 
line of the contemplated railroad from 
this city through the coal and iron re- 
2 of Alabama. Thus iron can be 
roughtto Memphis over that road 
much cheaper than it is now transport- 
ed to St. Louis. It is now hauled in 
wagons to Columbus, Mississippi, a dis- 
tance of twenty-five miles, and thence 
shipped by rail to St. Louis, Coal was 
delivered during last year in Cincin- 
nati at from twelve to thirteen cents 
per bushel. The retail price for the 
same coal was from eighteen to twenty 
cents per bushel. When our commu- 
nications are opened with the coal 


a railroad from Tuscumbia, Alabama, 
to Elyton, Alabama, or from Aber- 
deen, Mississippi, to Elyton, Alabama, 
we will be able to get coal in this city 
at as low figures as those above men- 
tioned. Cheap fuel and abundant 
labor are necessary to success in manu- 
facturing. These we can have with 
the proper exertions. Another adyan- 
tage that Memphis will enjoy in a few 
years will be abundant grain crops in 
theSouth,. The labor necessary to raise 
cotton on a large scale is constantly de- 
creasing. In the place of exten- 
tensive cotton fields which can only be 
cultivated by manual labor, there will 
be fields of wheat, rye, barley, and 
other small grain, which can be culti- 
vated by machinery and improved im- 
plements of husbandry, with but com- 

ratively little manual labor. The up- 
ands of Mississippi, Alabama and 
Tennessee will be devoted to grain 
crops, because they will be un- 
able to t labor to cultivate 
them in cotton. Not only this, but 
the Mississippi river bottom lands will 
be found to be admirably adapted to 
the raising of grain. The finest and 
heaviest wheat in the United States 
will be grown eventually in the bottom 
lands of the M ississi ppi. Last year 
wheat * in West Tennessee com- 
manded the highest price in St. Louis, 
and was sold in the month of May at 
seven dollars per bushel. Much of the 
wheat grown in West Tennessee will 
weigh seventy pounds to the bushel, 
and with proper care and attentionitcan 
be made as sure a crop here as in any 
of the Northern States. The lands now 
waste will be converted into pastures 
and grain fields, and thus an inwuense 
amount of manual labor be sel 
with. In the Mississippi bottoms a 
crop of wheat can be sown and har- 
vested safficiently early to plant a crop 
of corn, thus getting two crops from the 
same land in one year. Wheat may 
be sown in the Mississippi bot- 
toms 80 late in the fall and harvested 
so early in the spring or summer as to 
enable the laborers to escape the ma- 
larious diseases incident to that climate. 

The amount of wheat received in 
Cincinnati in 1865 was 708,93 bushels, 
and the average price during that year 
was $2 Mi, whilst in this city the 
am6unt received was only 5,655 sacks. 
This state of thi cannot lust lang 
from the causes which have been men- 
tioned above. 

Marble has been discovered in West 
Tennessee, near the Memphis and 
Ohio Railroad, ual to t tinest 
Marble in East Tennessee, and this 
will also add to the manufacturing 
ability of this city. A great deal of 
labor now here that cannot be other- 
wise employed can be used in 
cotton and woolen factories, to say 
nothing of other’ establisinments. 
The lands in the vicinity of Memphis 
are cheaper than in the vicinity of any 
large city, and this ig another advan- 
t she has as a site for factories, 
These facts all show that Memphis is 


'destined to become a great grain, as 


well as cotton market, and that with 
cheap fuel and food, and with abun- 
dant labor, she will surpass any city in 
the West in manafactaring. ~~
